THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 

Beginning on Monday evening, August 23, the Cape Playhouse will welcome to its 
stage two of the most distinguished performers of the American theatre: Maurice Evans 
and Celeste Holm. They will star in a charming comedy by Hugh and Margaret Williams, 
“Not Even in Spring.” 

Maurice Evans is celebrating his thirtieth year on the American stage, a fact which 
might come as surprise to those who think of him still as an Englishman. Although 
noted for his Shakespearean interpretations including the leading roles in “Richard II,” 
“Famlet,’ “Henry IV, Part I,” “Twelfth Night,” and “Macbeth,” he has not limited his 
endeavors to them, but, after serving for three years in the United States Army during 
World War II, has appeared in a number of more modern plays; among them, “Man 
and Superman,” “The Browning Version,” “The Devil’s Disciple,” “Dial M For Murder,” 
“The Apple Cart,” “Heartbreak House,” and “The Aspern Papers.” Mr. Evans has also 
met with considerable success as a producer of legitimate plays. 

Celeste Holm will return to the Playhouse after far too long an absence, having last 
appeared here in 1959 in “What A Day,” and before that in 1958 in “Third Best Sport.” 
The star of many noteworthy films, including “Gentlemen’s Agreement,” “Chicken Every 
Sunday,” “Champagne for Caesar,’ and “The Snake Pit,’ she garnered three Oscar 
Nominations for her performances in “Come to the Stable” and “All About Eve.” Her 
outstanding performance in “Gentlemen’s Agreement” won he the coveted Academy 
Award. 

Mr. Evans and Miss Holm will be supported by a highly experienced and talented 
cast, including M’El Dowd, Ryan MacDonald, and Richard Nicholls. 

“Not Even in Spring’ was a London stage success, and also was a popular movie, 
called “The Grass Is Greener,’ which starred Cary Grant, Deborah Kerr, and Robert 
Mitchum. It deals with an English Lord, who has opened his family castle to tourists 
and thereby brought about the meeting of his wife and a handsome American. A tri- 
angle evolves and the nobleman’s unorthodox method of winning his wife back makes 
up the plot of the play. 

I hope that you will be with us again next week to enjoy the performances of this 
truly splendid cast.
